The dairy products of Alberta for 
the year 1915 were worth $11,000, 
ooo. The production of creamery 
butter was in the neighborhood of 
7,000,000 pounds, compared with 
2,000,000 pounds in 1910. The 
province has an expert system ot 
grading, handling, and marketing 
its butter, which has resulted in a 
reputation on outside markets that 
assures to the Alberta dairyman top 
prices tor his produce. The dairy 
produce of Alberta in 1915 was 
worth more than the entire cerea 
crop of the province—wheat, oats, 
barley and flax—only ten years ago. 

These figures ate sufficient to ex- 
plain Alberta’s present prosperity, 
and shed a clear light upon the 
source of her prosperity in the tu- 
ture. Alberta, however, is a prov- 
ince of various resources, aud it is 
worth while pointing out some of 
the other industries which are con- 
tributing to the general welfare. 
Alberta has immense forest wealth 
in the northern part of the province, 
and along the eastern slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains. Great timber 
reserves have been created, which 
will preserve this wealth permanent- 
ly to the people of the country, 
while permitting a reasonable cut 
of timber every year. At the pres- 
ent time an average season's cut is 
about 50,000,000 feet of lumber. 
This does not include the timber 
cut by farmers for building pur- 
poses, fencing, and fuel. 

These same forested areas furnish 
another imported source of wealth- 
According to the figures of the De- 
partment of Agriculture the game 
and furs taken in the province in 
1915 had an aggregate value of one

million dollars. 


the same period is estimated 
$250,000. 

In the matter of coal production 
| Alberta the 
provinces of the Dominion, being 


exceeded only by Nova Scotia, and 


stands second among 


in the wealth of ber coal deposits 
| Alberta stands easily first. The 
present output of about four mil- 


lion tons isa very important factor 
in the province’s prosperity. 

As 1 manufacturing province, Al- 
berta is in its infancy, although it 
has striking advantages which must 
bear fruit in future. Among these 


are its immense resources of coal, 
natural gas, and water power, its 
lown mineral wealth, as yet, little 
known except in the case of coal, 
and the mineral wealth of the ad- 
joining province, of British Colum- 
bia; the favorable climate, which, 
as it becomes better known, will 
lead artisians and laborers to make 
their homes, by preference, in Al- 
berta; and the rich agticultural 
districts capable 
foodstuffs for millions of people. 
But although, as stated, manutac- 
turing is yet in its infancy, it has 
already assumed some importance. 
The latest census returns show 290 
manufacturing plants in the prov- 
ince, consuming raw materials 
worth ten millions a year and pro- 
ducing finished products worth al- 


most twenty millions.

The tarmer may net feel any di- 
rect interest in lumbering, mining, 
or manufacturing, but these 
dustries have a great bearing on 
the prosperity, nevertheless. They 
consume a large portion of his oats, 
hay, dairy products, etc., affording 
him the best of all markets—the 
home market—and at the same 
time they supply him with lumber, 
fuel, and certain lines of manufac- 
tured articles at less cost than he 
would otherwise pay. As their im- 
portance increases their beneficial 
effect on agriculture will increase in 


in-

proportion, 

In 1909 Alberta stood eighth 
among the provinces of Canada in 
the matter of railway mileage. 
Now she stands fitth, and, except 
for outlying districts, agricultural 
communities have railways close at 
hand. A Government telephone 
system has been extended over the 
province in the same period, and 
there are few districts which have 
not now the advantage of tele- 
phone connecticn. Roads have 
been built, schools and churches 
established, and the hardship of 
pioneer lite to a large excent have 
become memories. Yet all this has 
been accomplished in a decade, and 
there is every reason to believe that 
the province is only on the thresh- 
old of its prosperity. Alberta has 
more agricultural land than any 
other province, but as yet less than 
four per cent of it is under crop. 
The results which will be accom- | 
plished when the 96 per cent is also 
producing outstrip the imagination.
